Washington, Doc. 12. <cP)—The heroic defenders of Wake 
and Midway, tiny Pacific islets, continued to hold the Japan­ 
ese at bay today, while on the principal Philippine island of 
Luzon, American land, sea and air forces joined in a terrific 
struggle to smash repeated Japanese attacks. 
This was the gist of the latest Lnited States navy and 
army communiques, issued at the end of a day that saw the 
capital move to register IO,CKX),OOO men for possible military 
or non-military sendee, increase the navy's strength by SO 
per cent and raise possibly $6,500,000,000 through new taxes 
to finance the victory program.

It r e t a r d ­ 
ed our whole ar m a m e n t program ; it ca u s­ 
ed dissension when events dem anded u n ­ 
animity; it was responsible for costly de­ 
lays, indecision and confusion. But despite 
this powerfully organized opposition, Con­ 
gress, sometim es bx the narrowest of m a r ­ 
gins. was able to implement the Adminis­ 
tration's foreign policy. 
Th** President and his military advisors 
realized the d an g er in the Pacific, w here 
they steadfastly maintained the great bulk 
of the American fleet. They strengthened 
Hiitatn in the Atlantic th rough the tr a n s ­ 
fer of destroyers, so th a t the Pacific fleet 
would not have to be weakened.

W ashin g to n — The wonder of it is how 
the Jap an e se statesm en figure they can 
afford to take on a w ar against both the 
United States and Great Britain, consider­ 
ing only J a p a n ’s unquestionably lousy eco­ 
nomic position. Four years of war w eari­ 
ness arp just a beginning. On top of that 
is a general business recession that points 
only to ultim ate economic ruin. 


Departm ent 
of C om m erce inform ition 
on J a p a n ’s internal economy and her for­ 
eign trad e present the real picture. Here is 
a country which is only half-self-sufficient 
in norm al and piping times of peace. More 
th an 70 per cent of these imports have 
come from the countries on which Ja p an 
now wages xvar— th e United States, (Heat 
Britain, Dutch East Indies and the Philip­ 
pines. All this trade it now kisses goodby. 
And it is only from these countries that 
Jap an 
can 
obtain the metals, chemicals, 
petroleum and machin ery which are vital 
to its heavy industries. 


With the door now slammed on these 
natural sources of supply, Japan has been 
set back on her own heels 
and 
the 
re­ 
sources of what are known as 
the 
yen 
bloc countries. M anchuria, K w an tu n g and 
occupied China 
These 
countries, 
while 
they are valuable custom ers for the m a te ­ 
rials which Japan m an u fa ctu re d from raw 
materials imported from other countries, 
are no good as sources of raw materials. 
Japan 
itself 
th erefore m ust become th*1 
source of whatever it cun scrape to gether 
to keep going. 


— SALVAGE A B iti BUSINESS— 
The result has been a series of salvage 
cam paigns that make o ur a lu m in u m and 
w astepaper collections look like the picnic 
affairs they really were. Scrap iron has 
become almost as precious 
as 
Japanese 
pearls. Manhole covers, sheet Iron roofing 
and th e ornam ental iron 
fences 
around 
governm ent buildings

Salvaging of ships w recked and sunk off 
Ja p a n 's rocky coasts has become a leading 
industry. 
Tra nsportation has been cut drastically. 
T here is a shortage of coal, further cut by

tained from the yen bloc countries. Motor 
vehicles are at a p rem iu m and such as 
there are in bad repair. Gasoline and oil 
m ust go almost entirely to the military 
uses. Busses and taxis can no longer use 
gasoline and oil, and even the substitute 
fuels like charcoal gas are under govern 
m ent regulation. 
Plant operation has been curtailed not 
only because of the sh o rtag e of raw m a te ­ 
rials. but also by a sh o rta g e of skilled la­ 
bor.

Glass m a n u fa ctu re rs were reduced in n u m ­ 
ber from nearly 1000 to 50. Ja pan's once- 
th riving cotton textiles trad e has been cut 
50 per cent.
